opinion over methods of financing 
home construction injected a nole of 
discord Friday into President Hoov- 
er's Conference on Home Building and 
Ownership. 


Representative of Building and Loan 


association threw the meeting of the 
Finance Committee into an uproar 
with an attack on the committee's 
recommendation for development of 
second mortgage financing at lower 
interest rates. 


This committee was regarded as the 


key group of the conference which 
closes 
tomorrow. William E. Best, 


president of the United Building and 
Loan Associations said these associa- 
tions now are providing the type of 
financing contemplated by President 
Hoover's proposed system of home 
loan discount banks. 


Endorsement of these banks was 


given by the Finance Committee in 
its report, saying "the committee rec- 
ognizes the existing emergency and is 
in sympathy with the view of the 
president that it must be met." A 
word' of warning was issued, however, 
against a rush of unwise building to 
renew activity in the home construc- 
tion field.
